USTICE is one of the Pillars of Government ; 
and Fuj/tice confifts in rendring to every ene ac- 
cording to his Deferts; that is, in an equal Di- 
tribution of Rewards and Punithments. Un- 
lefs care be taken to keep up this Fundamental 
of Policy, the Diftinions of Geod and Evil will be 
loft, and Society muft fink to fomewhat a worfe State 
than that of favage unciviliz'd Nature. 

In the beft-modelled Conflitutions (and fuch is the 
Britifh) where Liberty and Power are fo duly qualified, 
and fet as mutual Checks and Supports to each other, 
that neither. of them can be abufed by Excefs, or ene 

ered by Oppreffion, without the friendly Affiftance 
oe feafonable Interpofition of a faithful Allie to remedy 
the Diforder, it is abfolutely neceffiry, for the Sake 
of Both, that the impartial Difpofition of Rewards 
and Punifhments fhould Circulate in the moft exac& 
Order, and by the niceft Rules of Equity and Judg- 
ment. Becaule, without this Oeconomy, Power mutt 
dwindle of courfe, when its Perquifites are lodg’d in ill 
Hands, who may either betray their Truft, or be am- 
bitious enough to saife or enlarge it beyond itsdue 
Bounds: And on the other hand, Liberty, for want of 
a legal Reftraint, will fly out into Licentioufnefs ; and 
either way Tyranny will break in, Anarchical or Monar- 
chical Tyranny, the Tyranny of One or of Mary ; both 
which are alike Defiructive of a well-govern'd fourith- 
ing Conftitution. 

have formerly fpoken in a Paper or two of the 
Diftribution of Rewards, and I do not think -it im- 
proper or unfeafonable at prefent to fay fomething of 
the Diftribution of Pznifhments: A Do&trine, very 
neceflary to be inculcated at this time, if but in pity 
to the Faétious and Seditious Spirit that reigneth among 
us; the People poffeffed with it having almoft forgot 
this as well as other Fundamentals of Government, 
and having gone fuch Lengths in their Provocations, 
that Juftice comes Limping after them, and they are 
almoft perfuaded will never overtake them. But cer- 
tainly thofe Methods, which a Divine Almighty Le- 
giflator takes to govern Mankind by, cannot fail to fup- 

his Mortal Vicegerents and a purely human Con- 

itution. 

The Right of difpofing of Rewards is more entirely 
preferved to the Crown, than that of diftributing Px 
nifhments ; tho’ there was not wanting at one time a 
Sett of Men, who, if they did not Queftion, did at 
leaft their beft to Perplex and Embarrafs this effential 
Part of the Prerogative. The Reafon of the Difference 
feems to be this ; Becaufe Liberty being averfe to all 
kinds of Suffering, has taken care to t= Ground, and 
make it felf as wide a Shelter as poflible, from every 
Thing in the Shape of Penalty. And befides, the Pre- 
rogative being and entire as to the Executive 
Branch, grafping all the Vindittive Sword, and having 
no Partner or Rival in this Province ; care has been 
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taken to.clog the Wheel, and blunt the Sword, when 
ic was not fate to wreft it fromy the Scepter; the’ 
Penal Laws leave wide room for Sltift arid Evafion ; 
all Favour goes with the Accufed-s alf- Profecutions are 
generally difcouraged ; the leaft Circumftance or For- 
mality faves the Criminal, and, inthe Bulk, our Sta- 
tutes are fo contrived, that a Thotfand guilty Perfons 
fhould rather efcapey than one Innocent Man fuffer in 
his Perfon or Fortune unjuftly. Rights and Liberties 
thefe, which we ought to ftudy to deferve by our Obe- 
dience, inftead of perfifting to Abufe them in fo many 
grofs and flagrant Inftances ! 

But fill Lays there are, tho’ not fo many as the 
Crimes which have been of late inverted and multi. 
plied ; clear, full and forcible Law:, tho’ not extenfive 
enough to reach all the Tricks and Difguifes, which 
the fubtile Corruptions of Mankind are able to find 


out, and to put: on; Laws. againft Sedition, falfe Re-. 


ports, levying of War, difturbing the Government, 
and promoting Tumults and Infurreétions, as well as 
againtt a en a: and Picking of Pockets: For the 
fcandalous ‘Cuftom of putting only poor Rogues out 
of their Pain, looks as if all Punithment were Favour. 
And befides our Common Statutes, we have the Lap 
and Ujage of Paramets; for the enquiring into 
Crimes of the deepeft Nature, and Criminals of the 
higheft Station. A duc, fpeedy, and impartial Execu- 
tion of thefe Laws, is what every honeft Briton infifts 
on, as a Debt due to the Publick, and a neceffary Step 
towards Peace at home; that we. may not go on cal- 
ling one another Traytors till Doomiday, without 
coming to a fair Tryal and final Decifion of the 
Matter. 

Some People argue very ill, when they attempt to 
perfuade others, That thofe Men, who are not called 
to Account and Punith’d, are for that very reafon, Not 
Guilty. There are, who have gone farther, and have 
induftrioufly miftaken fuccefiful Crimes for Vertues of 


the firft Rank and Magnitude.

It is perhaps no unjuft Requital of the dangerous 
Lenity and ftrange Forbearance of thofe Men, who 
have fuffered the Iniquity of Seven Years to efcape un- 
touch’d, and go off with all its Spoils and Trophies in 
Pofleflion, that fo many of the Mob begin to refolve 
all the Controverfy of Parties into a Squabble for Places ; 
that they labour to acquit all, whom even their worit 
Enemies have not Condemn'd ; and at the fame time, 
the greateft Criminals are betray'd into the fame Mi- 
ftake, orat leaft taught to affect it ; and by the Rule of 
Contraries, when they fee the worft Things unpumifh‘d, 
endeavour to find fault with the Beft, and put Dibeerd: 
and Traytors upon a Level.

mmitted, which the,law, for want of Circum- 
Berices, cannot come at ; and it is faid, if thefe Crimes 
very Profitable, a Share of the Plunder wil} in- 
mnify the Malefactor from further Penaltigs.

Mgcinary judicatories, the molt upright Judge cannot help 
sOrhis ; and in fach Cafes, all that remains upon the 


Guilty, 1 mean Guilty in the Judgment and Opinion 
of Mankind, is Jufamy; which fits fo eafy upon fome, 
when they ate well paid for it, and is fo often San- 
étify'd and made Meritorious by others, who are of 
the fame Party ; that it lofes moft of its Force, and 
produces none of thofe Effects, which formerly went 
along with it, when Satire was in its greateft Purity, 
and was attended with the moft vigorous Operations. 
But now in Parl ary Proceffes there is no room 
for any of chefe'Corruptions , and many of thofe Ob- 
ftacles, which encumber common Forms, are very cafily 
remov'd, to make way for Juftice: And therefore I 
fairly put the Queftion to the Boldeft of thefe Men, 
who chuckle one another in their Impuniry ; whether, 
if they had been attach’d according to the Expe&a- 
tions and loud Cries of an Injur’d People, in the fame 
clofe manner, and with the fame Heartinefs and Una- 
Dimity, in which they combin‘d to Cenfure the moft 
Faithful of Tier M——y's Servants, and the greateft 

leffings of Her Reign; fome of them would have 
been in a Condition to repeat their Infolences ? And 
whether they would have carried thejr Heads fo Aligh 
as they do, without Danger of carrying them much 
fiigher ?
